The Magistrate said that on the 
night before the ship's arrival in port, 
the defendant had instructed two or 
more men—he would say two be- 
cause only two had given evidence— 
to carry the heavy packages fram the 
engineroom, and had supervised the 
putting of the packages over the stern, 
Tf a man did such things in the 
dead of night, when there was 
little chance of being  dis- 
turbed, and then claimed that he did 
not know what the packages contain- 
ed, it was too much for him to 
believe. Defendant must have 
kmown that the packages contained 
arms when he lowered them over the 
stern. 

Mr. d’Almada said that before 
sentence was passed he would like to 
ask the Magistrate to take into con- 
sideration the fact that*the defendant 

was no doubt the tool of the man 
Hop. 

The Mugistrate : He is rather the 
heir and not so much the tool of the 
other mao. He inherited the arms 
from him when be took on his job. 

Mr. d’Almada: That must be so, 
but the fact remains that Hop does 
exist and the police are very 
keen to get him. Ferhaps had
